Perface 


TO MY MANY FLOWER-MINDED FRIENDS AND 
CUSTOMERS.—Well, Christmas has come and gone, and 
so has New Year, and now it is about time to get out a new 
catalogue—a job I am not particularly fond of. For the past 
two years I have had to report unusually dry seasons and 
consequently only fair to medium results each fall. What a 
relief it is to report for 1955, that despite an unprecedented 
heavy freeze in late March, and not very much rain during 
the summer, the plants that escoped the freeze and those that 
I bought from more favored localities, turned in a truly 
magnificent crop of blooms—my yard and garden were a 
sight to behold; a riot of color right on up to the last day of 
November (when we had our first heavy freeze). I am very 
critical of my mums, and a bloom has to be about perfect to 
win approval from me, but I must confess that the past fall 
I had numerous -varieties that I had to admit were just about 
perfect. It was the consensus of all who visited the garden 
—and that included garden club members and visiting florists 
from neighboring cities, that the mums were the best I had 
over en Naturally that made me feel very happy and 
proud. 


I am glad to report that for the second year IJ had prac- 
tically no Thrip trouble, which I am now firmly convinced is 
due to the fact that in 1954 I had the entire garden treated 
with 50% wettable DDT. So, if you are having Thrip trouble 
—and many people do and don’t know it, I would suggest 
that you have your whole garden treated with 50% wettable 
DDT—not the ordinary 5 or 10 percent kind used in dusting. 
It will have absolutely no effect on vegetables, fruits or 
flowers grown on the soil and will remain effective 5 years. 
It is well worth trying, don’t you think? 


BLOOMING DATES 


Blooming dates are very much desired by most people who 
grow mums outside (as most of my customer-friends do), and 
I have included them. However, they are approximations only 
and I have leaned over backwards in trying not to convey the 
wrong impression as to blooming dates. If there is any error 
it will be that the variety blooms earlier (not later) than the 
date I have given. In figuring blooming dates for your local- 
ity, remember the blooming date advances as one goes north 
and recedes as one goes south. For instance, a variety in full 
bloom here will not reach a similar stage in New Orleans 
until a week later. This should enable you to adjust the dates 
to your locality. However, just in case I have “leaned over 
backwards” a little too much in some cases I would appreciate 
it if you would write me at blooming time, stating how the 
different varieties behaved for you and the date each variety 
was in full bloom—not just showing color. By doing this, and 
enabling me to correct any errors in blooming dates, you may 
enable someone to buy a variety they thought would not 
bloom for them, or—on the other hand, keep someone from 
wasting money on a variety that blooms too late for their 
locality. 


TYPE OF PLANTS AND DELIVERY DATES 


The plants that I will ship will be well-rooted, small 
“nlants” and not the ordinary small ‘rooted cuttings” that 
require potting up and growing on for some time before 
setting in their permanent location. They will either be root 
divisions taken off and grown on in a cold frame until they 
have reached the “plant” stage, or rooted cuttings similarly 
grown in a coldframe until they, too, have reached the “plant” 
stage. In either case they may be set in their permanent 
location promptly upon arrival. If wilted due to long journey 
or delay en route, immerse the entire plant (top, roots and 
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all) in cool water for an hour; if only slightly wilted, place 
roots in cool water for a short time. In either case, give a 
good soaking immediately after planting, and water night 
and morning for a few days until they show that they have 
established contact with the soil and are drawing substance 
from it. Each shipment will receive a treatment of Vitamin 
B-1 immediately prior to packing, which materially minimizes 
the shock of transplanting, so the plants should become well 
established in a few days and start to grow off normally. 


Delivery will be made this spring—from the middle of 
March on, as requested by the customer, or at proper planting 
time if no date is specified in the order. Please do not state 
in your order “ship at the earliest possible moment,” unless 
you really mean just that, as profiting by last year’s late 
March heavy freeze, I am placing a good number of most 
varieties under glass (have over a hundred hotbed sash), 
and in such cases I could very probably ship any time from 
the first of March on, and if you happen to live in the central 
or northern tier of states the plants might reach you long 
before the ground thawed out and it was safe to put the 
plants out. However, if you are prepared to take care of them 
real early (greenhouse, hotbed, coldframe, basement, etc.), 
then don’t hesitate to request early shipment. But just remem- 
ber—if you request shipment pronto, PDQ, or even sooner 
than quick, you may get shipment just that speedy. 


PACKING 


Whether packed for air or ground shipment, the plants 
will be packed without any earth attached. However, the man- 
ner of packing will vary as indicated below: 


FOR AIR SHIPMENT.—For air shipment the packing is 
the height of simplicity—merely remove all earth from roots, 
place plants in a cellophane bag and in turn place the bag in 
a suitable container that is reasonably sturdy and yet light, 
such as a shoebox used by the manufacturers of the better 
grades of men’s shoes, and finally wrap, address and deliver 
to the postoffice just prior to plane schedule. Such a package 
will practically always arrive at its destination just as fresh- 
looking as when I put the plants in the cellophane bag here 
at the start of their journey. This is due to the fact that the 
time is very short, that it is cool while they are in transit in 
the air, and that only a short portion of the transit time is 
spent on the ground. This type of shipment is becoming much 
more popular for plants and other highly perishable items. In 
fact I am now recommending air shipment of plants not only 
to far distant points, but also to all points outside the states 
that border Alabama. Air shipments are really not as expen- 
sive as one might think, as the package is very light (due to 
no packing material), and there is no charge for packing, as 
there would be for ground shipments. The table below indi- 
cates the amount that you should include in your remittance 
in case you wish air shipment:

FOR GROUND SHIPMENT.—When packed for ground 
shipment, the plants will also be packed without any earth 
attached. The roots will be covered with slightly damp sphag- 
num moss, and the plants then rolled in small rolls containing 
from 12 to 15 plants each roll. The rolls will then be placed in 
a suitable shipping container (which must be considerably 
stouter than one suitable for air shipment), and either 
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anchored in position with excelsior or tied in place with 
twine. Until recently I have been using the excelsior-pack 
method exclusively, but recently have been inclined to the 
mthod of tying each roll in place with twine, as this method 
permits much more air in the package. Since air ventilation 
is very important while in transit, I always cut good-sized 
holes in the box regardless of type of packing, and rarely have 
a package arrive in bad condition. Charges for packing and 
parcel post costs will be given under the following caption. 


PACKING AND PARCEL POST CHARGES 


As just stated, many shipments will be made by air, in 
which cases it will only be necessary to include the air parcel 
post charge as indicated in the above table. However, I 
imagine that most shipments will still move by parcel post, 
and since this careful gathering, labeling, wrapping, boxing 
and mailing takes time, material and stamps, I am asking my 
customer-friends to add 50 cents to all parcel post orders 
that amount to $5.00 or less; 75 cents to orders totaling be- 
tween $5.00 and $10.00; and $1.00 when the order amounts 
to $10.00 or over. Of course this does not apply to large whole- 
sale orders at special prices, as they usually gy by express 
collect. 


This arrangement has worked out reasonably well in the 
past, but since the parcel post rates have taken a “tre- 
mendous” jump recently I am afraid the 50 cents added to 
small orders will hardly pay the parcel post charges through 
rones one and two, with nothing for packing (which I take 
a pride in and which certainly costs something). If you have 
made any parcel post shipments lately you will know exactly 
what I mean when I say they have “really” jumped. However, 
I will leave the rates the same for 1956, and hope it will work 
out better than it now appears. I practically always include a 
few gratis plants with each order, so be generous in your 
allowance for packing and parcel post charges, and in turn 
I will promise to be “‘generous” with extra plants. 


QUANTITY PRICES 


If interested in quantity most standard and not-too-scarce 
varieties can be furnished in lots of 25 or multiples thereof 
of one variety at around 15 cents each, but please write me 
first the varieties you want and how many of each variety, 
before you order in quantity as some varieties are slow prop- 
agators and I could not supply them in quaitity at any price. 
Similarly, dozen lots can usually be shipped at $2.00 per 
dozen but again I must know in advance what varieties you 
~ wish. Also, please remember that the above quantity prices 
apply only when you order the 25 or 12 plants of one variety 
—when ordering a plant or so of many different varieties, the 
“each” price prevails no matter how many plants are included 
in the order. 


RAIN-PROOF PLANT LABELS 


While I am so very careful to label each plant that I ship 
correctly and recommend to all my customer-friends that they 
permanently mark each variety, I receive each fall a number 
of letters from customers who wish me to identify a certain 
bloom that they particularly like—stating usually that they 
just left the paper label on the plant and naturally it was not 
there when the plant bloomed. Since so many customers don’t 
permanently label their mums, last year I started using a 
new type of label—a paper label it is true, but one that is 
“water resistant,” and as a result these labels will be on the 
plant in the fall at blooming time and the typewritten name 
will be legible. This label seems to be solving the problem of 
variety names at blooming time, and so I will use it in the 
future—in fact, I have had my name and address printed on 
one side of the label. However, don’t depend on these 
paper labels too much (as good as they really are, occasion- 
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ally a label will be lost). So to be on the safe side, perma- 
nently mark each variety; I won’t let a plant stay in my 
garden if I do not know the name of it. And, speaking of 
“labeling,” that naturally brings up the matter of correct 
labeling. 


CORRECT LABELING OF PLANTS 

I realize that there seems to be a kind of ”racket” in the 
mum business, and that quite often when you order a very 
definite variety, and give the plants unusually good attention 
during the growing season, you may be rewarded in the fall 
by very inferior blooms—undoubtedly not the variety you 
ordered, although the plant bore the correct name on the 
label. Unfortunately, nature seems to have unintentionally 
aided in this “racket,” as with few exceptions it is impossible 
to tell one variety from another in the young plant or cutting 
stage. Fully realizing this, I have resolved to make my little 
mum business unique in that you will get what you order, or 
if you permit substitutions to correctly label the plant or 
plants I ship. Most of my business now is repeat orders—so 
that policy must be appreciated by discriminating flower- 
friends. 


SUBSTITUTIONS OR DOUBLING UP 


While you may safely bet your last dollar that I will not 
substitute unless permitted to do so (and I can often improve 
upon the customer’s choice), and if permitted to substitute I 
will be just as careful to properly label the substituted variety. 
I often receive an order for a plant or two of a large number 
of varieties. Often such an order is marked “No substitutes.” 
Quite often, too, it is impossible for me to supply every item 
ordered, and I have adopted the policy in such cases of 
doubling up on varieties ordered to make up for the variety or 
two that I can not supply. If your order falls in this category 
and this policy is not satisfactory, please so state in the order 
and give second-choice varieties in case you don’t want any 
doubling-up. If neither suits you, I will, of course, refund for 
any variety I can’t supply. But whatever you do, please do 
not write me that the variety I could not supply was the very 
one you particularly wanted. Please accept my statement that 
in such cases I will automatically know that the variety not 
shipped was the one you wanted most—that will save your 
writing me a letter and my having to take the time to reply. 


To carry out the policy detailed above, it is necessary that 
I personally gather, label, pack and ship each order myself 
(which necessarily limits it to a small volume), and in return 
I would appreciate a postcard stating the condition of the 
plants on arrival, as well as any suggestions you may have 
towards improving my packing methods. (I have received 
some good suggestions from customers.) 


However, being human, an occasional error will occur, and 
in such cases I would prefer to know about it—rather than be 
judged guilty of deliberate mis-labeling. Occasionally, despite 
my very best efforts to double check every order, I will send 
an order to the right person at the wrong street address—or 
wrong city or state; or the wrong person at the correct 
address. So, if you should be unfortunate enough to get one 
of these rare errors, don’t hesitate to let me know about it. 


WARRANTY 


During my over 20 years experience in dealing with the 
public I have found only rare instances of dishonesty—prac- 
tically all people who grow flowers are scrupulously honest— 
but in order to protect myself in these rare instances, I wish 
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it distinctly understood that I give no marranty, expressed 
or implied, as to description, quality or productiveness of any 
plants I send out. 

With the above explanation and under the conditions 
stated, I am offering limited quaitities of the mum varieties 


listed within.

It apparently never occurs to them that 
all I need to identify the variety RAYONANTE is the fiirst 
few letters; whereas I will need to know every letter of their 
names or the package may not reach them. However, such is 
human nature, and I don’t suppose it can be changed, so just 
for my sake PLEASE CONTINUE TO PRINT YOUR NAME 
BENEATH YOUR WRITTEN SIGNATURE. 


IMPORTATIONS AND RECENT OUTSTANDING 
INTRODUCTIONS 


(This section includes importations from Belgium and 
France, as well as late outstanding introductions from the 
West Coast. They represent the very quintessence of perfec- 
tion and anyone wishing to grow mums to exhibit, or who is 
more interested in quality than quantity, could not find any 
better varieties ANYWHERE—I know, as I bloomed them 
last fall.)

Heros J. Guizonnier. Immense flower with incurved center petals; 
outer petals quilled; color deep rose purple; 7” blooms without 
disbudding; tall vigorous grower. 


Amt CHARLES SOUCHET. Sport of the above variety; identical except 
for color, which is a deep rosewood. 
(Note.—These two varieties bloomed early and were the most 
outstanding varieties in the garden last fall.) 


Miss Toxico. A very recent introduction from the West Coast; a 
truly mammoth loosely incurved lavender-pink globular bloom, 
carried on erect 4-ft. stems. One of the “highlights” of the garden 
last fall. 

Go.pen West. A glowing rich golden yellow round ball 8 inches in 
diameter. Extra sturdy 4-ft. stems. Most outstanding. 

Santa Fr. Another recent introduction rfom the West Coast. An 8” 
bronze bowl-shaped bloom. Excellent foliage and growth habits. 

Aztec. The only incurved deep maroon-red exhibition variety to date. 
Tops in its color classification. Also from the West Coast. 

Fern Epwarps. Beautiful lavender pink giant flower equalizing the 
Turners and Pocketts in size. Very prolific and unusually easy 
to grow. Just about any gardener can grow this variety to ex- 
hibition size. 

Wuite Fern Epwarps. The white sport of the original pink Fern 
Edwards; possesses all the excellent characteristics of the parent 
variety, and makes an excellent companion white bloom for the 
pink variety. 

Autumn Buaze. Beautiful shade of oxblood-red petals with lighter 
reverse. Exhibition size bloom on erect 4-ft. stem. 
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Dame Enip Lyons. Perfectly formed creamy white semi-incurved 
bloom of exhibition size. Easy to grow and with me an unusually 
satisfactory variety. 


Venus. A large globular incurved pure white bloom. Blooms early and 
with me was unusually prolific and easy to grow. 


Larco. Rosy purple incurved bloom of extraordinary size; healthy 
growth; 4-ft. straight stems. 


Orcuip Giory. Loosely incurved flower of massive size; 8” blooms 
on sturby stems; beautiful shade of orchid pink shading to lighter 
pink toward center. Very outstanding. 


AUTUMN QUEEN. An elegant large incurved flower in a most delight- 
ful shade of solid orchid pink. With me unusually prolific. 


ParapisE. A breath-taking huge creamy white exhibition bloom of 
extraordinary merit. Tall grower with excellent foliage. Was one 
of the highlights of the garden last fall. Most outstanding. 


OrANCE Bowt. A reflexed flower about the size of Friendly Rival; A 
beautiful shade of warm bronze with an orange overcast. Robust 
grower with luxuriant foliage. Attracted unusual attention last 


fall. 


Victory. A large raspberry red loosely incurved bloom, with lighter 
reverse. Grows 4 ft. tall. 


Princess IRENE. A deep wine-red incurved bloom with lighter reverse; 
bloom unusually large and very striking. Attracted much comment 


last fall. 


SHootine Star. A pure white with broad petals that come to a point 
somewhat resembling a star; bloom fully as large as the Turners. 


ELELGANCE (Totty’s). An unusual shade of soft pink—in fact almost a 
true pink, which is most unusual in mums; color intensifies near 
the center; luxuriant foliage and very prolific. 


CHALLENGER. A Japanese importation; flower of giant size and a rich 
rosy purple in color; vigorous, erect grower. Outstanding. 


ELecANcE. A pure white giant bloom equal in size to the Turners and 
Pocketts; bloom loosely incurved. Very popular last fall. 


Pritip Kay. A very large perfectly round ball; color true lavender. 
A perfect closely incurved formal exhibition bloom. 


Wuite Puitie Kay. The white sport of the above; has the same ex- 
cellent qualities as the original lavender variety. 


Pink Dream. While more of the decorative type (not exhibition size) 
this orchid pink bloom is truly outstanding for productiveness 
and long-lasting blooms. With me the disbudded blooms were 6” 
in diameter and lasted fully a month. Hence it is included in this 
section. 

EnsenADA. Another variety on the decorative side (not exhibition 
size) but included in this section since its color is so unusual and 
long-lasting. Starts out a brilliant Indian red and gradually 
changes to terra-cotta red at maturity. Lasts a full month. I 
consider it most outstanding. 


Le Nanovu. One of the most beautiful of the importations; bloom ir- 
regularly incurved; large in size, and a most unusual color— 
purple with lilac reverse. Most outstanding. 

M. Appert. A large incurved bloom; color apricot orange with sal- 
mon reverse. Most outstanding as the entire bloom appears to 
have a sheen that instantly attracts attention. I rate this one high. 

Wicnita. A sport of M. Appert, with colors more intensified. Has the 
same sheen and is equally attractive. 

Deutt De J. Lemasson. Another importation that I rate along with Le 
Nanou—possibly a notch higher. It is an incurve-recurve bloom, 
as the French express it. Color is a clear magenta with reverse 
mauve rose. It attracted much attention last fall. 

(The above-listed varieties, for reasons stated, I consider truly out- 
standing—several exceedingly so. With me, they bloom roughly in the 
order listed—from the middle of October until the middle of Novem- 
ber. Anyone who gives these varieties the proper care and attention 
and is not “tickled pink’ with results is just not a real, true mum 
grower.) 
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NOTE: The few descriptive words I have used folloging 
each variety named in the lists below are not intended to be a 
real description of the variety—it would take a number of 
lines to do this and the printer’s bill would be “a whopper”. 
They are merely intended to be just a “guide” to those not 
familiar with the different varieties. (Fortunately, a majority 
of my customer-friends are reasonably familiar with many 
different varieties, and for those just the variety name is 
sufficient.)

The general effect is of the “daisy” 
type but it is distinctly different from the ‘‘Northland Daisy” 
and “California Daisy” types later referred to. The anemones 
have been very popular owing to the strikingly different type 
of bloom, and would be even more popular if good varieties 
could be originated that bloomed earlier than most standard 
anemone varieties — most anemone varieties not blooming 
before November 1, and later.

OTHER FLOWERS 


While the Chrysanthemum has for many years been my 
“true love,” I am not prejudiced against other flowers, and 
when I see something I particularly like I usually add it to 
my collection. During the past years I have added quite a 
number of items, and as a consequence had to buy the 
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adjoining vacant lots to enlarge my garden—over an acre 
now. These additions were mostly of the bulb type, and I 
have truly enjoyed their flowers, as they bloom long before 
even the earliest mum shows color. It has been said that “An 
honest confession is good for the soul,” so I will confess that 
during the past few years I have also had quite a “love affair” 
with lilies (with the wife’s permission, of course). It. has 
passed the “puppy love” stage, so I imagine it is serious. 
Anyway, I now have as permanent “fixtures” in my garden 
selections from the better varieties of lilies grown in these 
United States, even including a few of the newer hybrids 
recently brought to a high state of perfection by the hybrid- 
izers in the Pacific Northwest. Due to very unfavorable 
weather for growing most bulb flowers the past year (too 
dry), I have but few surplus bulbs to report—hope to have 
more varieties next year. However, right now I can only 
-list the following—all being FOB here. 


LYCORIS 


RADIATA, the well-known Red Spider Lily (formerly 
known as NERINE, Sarniensis). Fall blooming; hardy over 
most of the U.S. In foliage during the winter; dormant dur- 
ing the summer; blooms in fall before any foliage appears. 
Bulbs 50¢ per doz.; $4.00 per hundred bulbs, or $35.00 per 
thousand. 


AUREUM, the scarce and unusual Yellow Spider Lily; 
Fall blooming and equally hardy; bloom very outstanding.

GLADIOLUS 


BYZANTIMUS RUBRA (sold under the name “Flash” 
Gladiolus, and also known locally as the “Jacob’s Ladder” 
Gladiolus. By any name it is a very welcome addition to the 
Gladiolus family. The plant has typical gladiolus foliage, 
grows around 2 ft. tall, and here in mid-April produces a 
typical gladiolus spike with bright scarlet blooms. The bulbs 
are considerably smaller than the regular gladiolus varieties; 
they do not produce a new bulb each year on top of the old 
bulb (hence can be left undisturbed for several years if 
planted reasonably deep and handled as you would tulip 
bulbs); and they are hardy to at least 25 degrees below 
zero. No insect seems to bother either bulb, foliage or bloom. 
Can supply a limited number of dozens at 75 cents per dozen, 
FOB here. 


LILIES 


While I have an excellent selection of the late introduc- 
tions, due to unfavorable browing conditions I am listing only 
the Estate Lily this year. It is considered an improved 
“Easter Lily,” and as it was within reach of the garden hose 
it did well and the bulbs are fine—35¢ per bulb or 3 bulbs for 
ee ahs here—shipment in later summer or early fall, as
